DISTRICT CONFERENCE REPRESENTATION. 

The following rule was adopted at the Annual Conference in Shelbyville in 1883, 
and has been the law since: 

The District Conference, in addition to its clerical delegates provided for in the law 
of the Church, shall be composed of the recording steward and one delegate for every 
one hundred members; provided that each pastor shall be entitled to two delegates, 
the delegates to be elected by Quarterly Conference at its first or second session of each 
year. 



RULES OF ORDER FOR 1901. 

1. The regular hour of meeting shall be 8:30, and of adjournment 12:30. A major- 
ity of those present and voting may extend the session temporarily, but the hour of 
meeting shall not be changed except by a two-thirds vote. Special afternoon or even- 
ing sessions may be ordered by a majority vote. 

2. The presiding officer shall cause the session to be opened promptly with divine 
service, and after the reading and approval of the journal the Chair shall call the disci- 
plinary questions according to his discretion, subject to the order of the day. 

3. Special committees ordered by the Conference shall be appointed by the Chair, 
u nless otherwise provided for. 

4. When the report of a committee is under discussion, a representative of the com- 
mittee shall have the right to close the discussion, and the call of the previous question 
shall be subject to that right. 

5. The presiding officer shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal to 
the Conference. When such appeal is taken, the person making the appeal shall be al- 
lowed to state the ground of his appeal, and the Chair the ground of his decision. 
Otherwise than this the Vote shall be taken without debate. 

6. Every resolution shall be in writing, signed by at. least two members, and every 
substitute and amendment or report of a committee shall be in writing. 

7. A report, resolution, or other paper shall be considered in possession of the Con- 
ference when it has been presented to and received by the Conference and read by the 
Secretary, and such document cannot be withdrawn without the consent of a majority 
•of the Conference present and voting. 

8. In the disposition of matter before the Conference, the following motion shall have 
precedence: (1) The previous question. (2) Lie on the table. (3) Postpone to definite 
time. (4) Commit. (5) Amend. (6) Substitute. (7) Indefinite postponement. (8) 
it shall be in order to offer an amendment to an amendment, and one amendment to a 
substitute. Should a motion assume this shape, the order of voting shall be as follows: 
{a) On the amendment to the amendment; (6) on the amendment, thus perfecting the 
main question; (c) on the amendment to the substitute; {d) on the substitute; (e) on the 
main question. 

9. Every member shall, when desiring to speak, arise from his seat and respectfully 
address the President, and shall not be interrupted when speaking unless called to order 
by the President or by a member of the Conference through the President. By per- 
mission of the Conference a member may explain, if he claims to be misrepresented. 

10. No member shall speak more than twice on the same question, nor more than 
fifteen minutes at one time, without leave of the Conference; nor shall any member 
speak more than once until every member choosing to speak shall have spoken. 

11. Every member who is within the bar when a question is put shall vote unless the 
Conference excuse him. No member shall -be allowed to vote who is not within the bar 
when the question is put. 

12. Whenever a member shall move the “previous question,’’ the Chair shall de- 
mand, ‘‘Shall the question now be put? ’’ and the vote on such motion shall be taken with- 
out debate. If a majority of the members voting sustain the call, the Chair shall put 
the question then pending without debate, except as provided in Rule 4. See No. 8 (1) 
and (2). 

13. A motion to reconsider may be made on the day of the vote or the next day after 
(immediately after the reading of the journal) by any member who voted with the ma- 
jority. 

14. On demand of one-fifth of the members of the Conference, a recorded vote by 
yeas and nays shall be taken. 

15. A motion to adjourn made by a member entitled to the floor shall always be in 
order, and shall be taken without debate. 

16. These rules shall not be changed or suspended except by a majority of two- 
thirds of all the members present and voting.

The committee appointed to investigate the rumors affecting the moral character of 
Rev. B. A. Cherry, composed of W. B. Lowry, W. J. Collier, and A. E. Clement, pre- 
pared for the Committee of Trial the following charges and specifications, under Sec- 
tion 2, Paragraph 264, of our Book of Discipline. Charge: Immorality. 1. House-burn- 
ing. Specification: Burning his own house in Monteagle, Tenn., September 11, 1901. 
2. Fraudulent insurance. Specification: That he did insure with the Norwich Fire In- 
surance Society of England, represented by Charles T. Cole, local agent, household and 
kitchen goods, valued at . . . and upon which he secured a policy of $2,000, 

when he had no goods in the house, and sought to secure the payment of the same 
when the house had been burned. 

II. Verdict. 

The Committee of Trial to whom was referred the foregoing bill of charges and 
specifications affecting the character of Rev. B. A. Cherry, after careful and prayerful 
consideration of all the facts, do hereby report that the charges preferred against the 
accused are fully sustained by the evidence presented, and we do hereby expel him 
from the ministry and membership of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

But, in view of the fact that there is some room for possible doubt as to the mental 
sanity and full moral accountability of the accused, we feel that it is but proper and 
right to say^, in connection with the announcement of this verdict, that, should the de- 
velopments of the futur® establish the fact that his mind is and has been unbalanced. 
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our book of Discipline makes provision whereby the Conference will, when convinced 
of this fact, take such action as shall exculpate him from moral guilt and restore his 
name to the membership of the Conference.

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SUPPLEMENT— REPORTS ADOPTED. 

I. SUNDAY SCHOOL BOABD. 

For several years we have been presenting a steady annual increase in the collections 
on Children s Day. This cannot be said in this report. The Statistical Secretary reports 
a slight decrease in the number of Sunday schools and a corresponding falling off in the 
number of scholars and in the Children’s Day collections. We must again call attention 
to the discrepancy in the reports of some of the preachers to the Statistical Secretary 
and the amount paid over to the Treasurer of the Sunday School Board. These reports 
should correspond. This difference doubtless arises from the fact that in these instances 
collections are taken on Children’s Day and improperly applied to the use of their own 
schools. This they cannot legally do. The money collected on Children’s Day should all 
be sent to the Treasurer of the Board, Rev. J. T. Curry, Bellbuckle, who will make the 
proper distribution of it to the other Boards. 

We are pleased, however, to report an increased amount “collected for Sunday schools,” 
and an increase in the “amount collected for missions” and in the total amount raised 
for Sunday schools. 

V/e regret that there seems to be a disposition in some quarters to depend entirely 
upon the Sunday School Board to supply all the literature for the school, when the 
school could and should at least assist in buying their literature. To train the school 
which can pay something on their literature to depend entirely upon the Board is harm- 
ful to the school in this: that it cultivates a sense of dependency, when the spirit of 
intdepenedence and self-support and liberality should be encouraged in all branches of 
Church work. 

Moral culture should not be neglected in the development of the intellectual faculties. 
We think that all our educators should endeavor to secure the attendance of their 
scholars upon the Sunday school. Whien young men and young ladies go out from 
homes where they have been regular attendants at Sunday school, and are placed in 
charge of teachers to whom they look for example, it is a fearful assumption of responsi- 
bility on the part of those in charge of these young people, should they manifest uncon- 
cern about the Sunday school and thus cause them to lapse into indifference themselves 
and into habits of nonattendance, which cling to them when they go out from school 
and enter upon their life work. Parents having regard for the moral culture of their 
children should and will seek schools where this important feature is not ignored. 

Too many of our young men stay away from Sunday school. 

It is the sense of this Board that the Bible Teacher’s Study Circle, or system of train- 
ing teachers instituted by the General Sunday School Board, be adopted in all our Sunday 
scliools, and the pastors and superintendents be urged to take this matter up at the ear- 
liest possible day. 

t W'0 recommend the appointment of Rev. Dr. H. M. Hamill as Superintendent of the 
Teachers’ Training Department of our general Sunday school work. 

Upon motion, the Board recommends that the matter and manner of holding Sunday 
School Institutes or Conventions be committed to the Executive Board. 

We recommend that the sum of one hundred and fifty dollars, in addition to the surplus 
of last year’s appropriation, be appropriated for expenses of the Board for the incoming 
Conference year. 
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The Home Department should receive more attention on circuits as Avell as in stations. 
By this means our Sunday school literature is studied by many persons who otherwise 
would never see the Sunday school lesson. They are thus brought in touch with and 
become interested in the work of the Sunday school, of. which they are a recognized part. 

We hope that no pastor will fail to observe Children’s Day, remembering that this is 
the only source of revenue to the Sunday School Board. 

The Board will furnish, gratis. Children’s Day programmes to all our schools apply- 
ing for them. Make all applications for aid to Brother D. C. Scales, Secretary of the 
Board, Nashville. Application blanks can be procured from the Secretary or the Pub- 
lishing House. We request that all applications for literature be made upon these blanks. 
We suggest that the presiding elders keep a supply on hand. 

We recommend that all our schools take a collection every Sunday for the purpose of 
buying their literature, except that the collection of one Sunday in each month be paid 
to the preacher in charge, as missionary money, which may be credited on his mission- 
ary assessment. 

We recommend the distribution in the Sunday school of missionary literature on mis- 
sion day. With other missionary literature, we commend the Little Worker, published 
monthly at Nashville by the Woman’s Board of Foreign Missions. 

We recommend that our schools use our own literature issued by our Publishing 
House at Nashville, and that they furnish a copy of the Sunday School Magazine to each 
teacher, and endeavor to place one copy of the weekly Chdldreids Visitor in each family 
repiesented in the school. 

The -Executive Committee are directed to appoint one delegate and alternate to each 
District Sunday School Conference or Institute.

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II. EPWOKTH LEAGUE BOARD. 

Your Epworth League Board begs leave to submit their report as follows : 

By a comparison of the statistics of the present with last year, we find a slight falling 
off in the number of Chapters— due, we think, to the League reaching a more settled 
policy and passing out of the stage of mere enthusiasm. The reports made at our Annual 
'League Conference, coupled with what we can observe personally, convince us that the 
League is filling a much needed want in the Church and doing a gracious work among 
our young people. We feel that we cannot make a better report than to emphasize some 
statements made to us by our General Secretary, Dr. Du Bose. 

1. That the League work is in the best general condition he has ever known. 

2. Tliat the work being done by the League is more practical and intensely spiritual 
than ever before. 

3. That the T>est work being done now is by the district and sub-district organizations 
where the presiding elder takes the lead, presides in the district assembly, and gives it the 
full weight of his influence. He gave us some notable examples of how all the work of 
the Church \\ias quickened by this process, and we commend it to our preachers and 
elders for whatever practical use they may make of it. 

4. That our Epworth League work be emphasized as a spiritual movement, above all 
things else, for the spiritual upbuilding of the individual Leaguer, and for the salvation 
of others. If our Church is lacking in spirituality, this is the place to begin to build it up. 

5. Tliat we need to understand that ten persons may constitute a good and helpful 
and useful League, and that wherever you train one worker you insure a good League 
somewhere. In view of this statemnt, we recommend that • our preachers organize 
Leagues wherever as many as ten faithful attendants may be gotten together under a 
good leader. 

We also recommend that Junior Leagues be organized wherever practicable managers 
may be secured, an-d would also emphasize the fact that in many places a good Junior 
League may be kept up where the Senior is impossible. 

In this connection we call the attention of the pastors to the fact that Brother R. J. 
Craig, a most efficient Junior worker, has kindly consented to aid any pastor in organ- 
izing a Junior League who may request his services. He makes this offer at the request 
of the Annual League Conference. 

VVe call your attention to the very fine paper we are now getting in the Epzvorth Era, 
and recommend that each League appoint a canvasser for subscribers to the same. 

We recommend to all our pastors the institution of mission study classes in connection 
with the League and the monthly missionary programme as a most excellent way 
of cultivating missionary knowledge and liberality among our people. 

We commend to all our Leagues the Reading Course marked out by the General 
Board, and trust the books may be widely circulated and read.

III. BOOKS AND PERIODICALS. 

The saying of the wise man that “of making many books there is no end” is illus- 
trated in this day and time as never before. The catalogue of our House is constantly 
growing. During the last year such books as “Sunset Views,” by Bishop Fitzgerald; 
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^‘Iligh Living and High Lives/’ by Bishop Candler; “Mounds, Monuments, and Inscrip- 
tions,” by Dr. M. B. Chapman; and “Missionary Issues of the Twentieth Century,” 
being a report of the New Orleans Missionary Conference, have been brought out. The f 

last named book especiall}* ought to be in every preacher’s library. 

Let our preachers patronize our House, not merely for our own publications, but also for 
any other books needed. There is no occasion to send elsewhere for any book we want. 

Every good book sold helps the business of the House ; but, much more, it helps the per- 
son to whom it is sold and the charge in which the book is placed. The next greatest 
danger to having a non-spiritual Church is to have a non-reading Church. 

Publishing House. 

\our committee has had before it the report of the Book Agents. From it we learn 
that there was an increase last year in the volume of business transacted amounting to 
nearly $17,000 over the preceding year, and a net gain in the assets of the House of 
$.-;7, 426.28. Both these statements are gratifying. Your committee feels, however, that, 
it cannot express an intelligent opinion concerning the prosperity of the business of the 
House, owing to the lack of definiteness in the Agents’ report. No statement, except 
in general terms, is given as to the circulation of any of our publications. It is said, in 
a general way, that the assets of the House amount to $964,867.71 ; but, barring the two 
items of “cash in bank, $14,646.34,” and “Nashville city bonds, $150,000,” there is noth- 
ing to indicate of what the assets consist. Your committee thinks that if a statement 
is to be made to the Conferences, as the Discipline requires, it ought to be full enough to 
contain real information. 

Christian Advocate. 

This paper, in our judgment, was never more ably edited than now. It is thoroughly 
Methodistic, yet broadly Catholic; positive in its convictions on all questions, yet always 
brotherly. Its editorials are stimulating, its news columns from the Churches full, its 
devotional pages are helpful to spiritual life. It is a paper of which the Church may 
well be proud, and it ought to be in every Methodist home. A man may be a religious 
enthusiast, but he cannot be a really intelligent Christian and not read a religious paper. 

The Methodist Review. 

This periodical is very ably edited by Dr. Tigert. Its various departments are all of a 
high order. A fine class of contributors write for its pages, discussing live and pro- 
gressive subjects, in addition to the work done by the editor. If we were to suggest 
any cricicism, it would be that not enough space is given by the editor to reviewing new 
books the reading of which might be helpful to our preachers. 

We are sorry to note that the Revieiv comes a little short of being self-sustaining. 

This ought not to be, and will not be if all our preachers will subscribe and do what 
they can to get intelligent laymen to subscribe. 

Review of Missions. 

Your committee cannot indorse too strongly the Review of Missions, nor urge too 
strenuously that our preachers take it and circulate it as far as possible among our 
people. Live missionary information, fresh from the field, and a continued but ever-new 
discussion of the basic principles of our obligation to carry out the Master’s great com- 
mand to “Go into all the world and preach the gospel to every creature” is what we 
need to have kept constantly before us. This the Review of Missions does. It is a 
remarkably cheap monthly, containing sixty-four pages, and costs only fifty cents a year. 

With the Review of Missions in every pastor’s and local preacher’s hands, and the new 
pr-.pcr. Go Forward, in all our hands, the question of raising our assessments in full will 
bo, no longer a question, but a fact. 
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Woman’s Missionary Advocate and Our Homes. 

These papers, so ably edited by our sisters, the former by Mrs F. A. Butler, the latter 
by Miss Helm, we are glad to commend as fulfilling well the special needs for which they 
were inaugurated. They well merit a much wider circulation than they have. The papers 
and the interests they represent ought to be welcomed by us as pastors, for they will be 
helpful to us in our charges. We shall be glad, however, if our sisters can get their 
work so organized that one society and one paper will do the work of both. 

Sunday School Literature. 

We cannot speak too highly of our Sunday school periodicals. No Methodist Sunday 
school should think of superseding our literature with that from any other house what- 
ever. 

The Sunday School Magazine should be in the hands of every teacher. It is a marvel 
of cheapness, but not like most cheap things — worth about what they cost. It has long 
been good; it is constantly g^rowing better. ' 

The Children's Visitor deserves a special word. It is not merely a child’s paper, but 
it is full of interest to children of larger growth. May it get the circulation it deserves ! 

The Epworth Era. 

The Era is not an “error,” as some one has facetiously remarked. Its versatile editor 
has made its pages sparkle with interest. It is a clean paper of high order, and well 
adapted to the needs of our young people. We arc sorry it has never proved self-sus- 
taining. This, however, is no fault of the Era or its editor. May we not express the 
hope that the Era and the Children’s Visitor may be united, so as no longer to be rivals 
for the same support? Our young people cannot be induced to properly support both 
papers. 

The Midland Methodist. 

Your committee recognizes the difficulties surrounding the publication of this paper, 
and we are ready to cooperate with editors and publisher to remove these difficulties as 
far as we can and make the paper a success. We feel the need of a Conference organ, 
and are willing to work heart and soul to sustain one. We recommend the continuation 
of the Midland as our organ for another year, and urge all our preachers to make special 
effort to enlarge its circulation during the first months of the year. At the same time 
we cannot give the paper our unqualified indorsement. We feel that it is not such an 
organ as we ought to have or as the people will long support. “Give us more subscribers, 
ami we will give you a better paper” is very good, but as pastors we meet the counter 
statement: “Give us a better paper, and we are ready to subscribe and to renew our 
subscriptions.” We are fully persuaded that the paper can never be such as we ought 
to have until its editor can devote his whole time and put his brain into it. 

This report is not intended as a reflection on the brilliant editor, nor on the faithful, 
painstaking, hard-working assistant, but is merely recognizing human limitations; that 
no man can run a paper successfully and not give his time to it. 

We further express the opinion that delinquent subscribers ought not to be carried on 

the subscription lists. If one does not renew in a few weeks, after due notice is given, 
it is better to discontinue. It is easier to get new subscriptions than to collect back dues. 
This recommendation applies to all our Church publications. 

We recommend the reappointment of Rev. W. M. Green as Assistant Editor of the 
Midland Methodist, and also that Brothers W. R. Peebles, J. T. Curry, and J. L. Parkes 
be continued as members of the Joint Publishing Committee.

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Vour committee would report that for the year ending October 30, 1901, the American 
Bible Society received from the various charges in the Tennessee Conference, in cash, 
through Treasurer, $224; in reports, through statistics, $305.78. About one-half of the 
charges in the Conference make no report of money collected for the Bible Cause. 
While the Bible Society has always been a good friend to the foreign missionary work, 
and has rendered much valuable aid to the same, it is no less a friend to domestic mis- 
sions and the poor of our own country. 

The test having been made in a few charges in this Conference, we are glad to report 
that where the pastor will take the matter in hand and get the assistance of his young 
people, every person in his charge who can read, both white and colored, may be fur- 
nished with a Bible of their own, and will thereby be induced to read the Bible much 
more than they would read the family Bible. 

We would urge tliat all the preachers follow the direction of our Discipline by taking 
a collection in every congregation for the Bible cause, and that every pastor strive to put a 
Bible into the hands of every person who can read, and earnestly request all the people 
to read the Word daily. We recommend that A. £. Clement be continued as Treasurer.

V. EDUCATION. 

Report No. i. — By-Laws. 

1. All appropriations of the Board shall be paid in drafts on the Treasurer, signed by 
the President and countersigned by the Secretary. 

2. The Secretary will countersign none but the first quarter drafts until satisfactory- 
reports of the progress and attendance of pupils have been received, 

3. No pupils will be continued on our roll of beneficiaries whose school reports do not 
show an average of sixty and above. 

4. As a general rule, no appropriation for daughters of preachers will be made when 
the preacher’s salary exceeds $500, or when a good local school is accessible to applicant, 
until all other applications have been acted on; nor shall appropriations be made' to a 
second daughter until all other applications have been acted on. 

5. Appropriations will be discontinued in case pupils are not taking a course of study 
satisfactory to the Executive Committee. 

Report No. 2. 

The report of the Treasurer of the Board, presented herewith, shows the manner in 
which the regular educational collections of the Tennessee Conference for the past year 
have been expended. Assistance has been given to two young men preparing for the 
ministry, and to eighteen young women, daughters of our preachers. The amount of 
such assistance is $1,198.75. We beg to call attention to the great good accomplished by 
ihese helping funds. No mere statistics can show the eternal results in individual lives 
and characters of opportunities opened up through these means. In view of this fact, 
as well as in view of increasing demands made upon us, it is unfortunate that a larger 
sum cannot be placed at our disposal. An earnest effort ought to be made to collect in 
full our educational assessment. For the past two years this assessment has been aided 
by the general .educ.ational movement throughout the Church. Now this support has 
ceased, and our cause must depend on the unaided efforts of our pastors. 

Twentieth Century Fund. 



The report of Dr. Tillett, Secretary and Treasurer of the Twentieth Century Fund, 
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shows that about $14,500 has been collected this year. A good part of this sum, being con- 
tributed by trustees, faculty, alumni, and students of Vanderbilt University and by citi- 
zens of Nashville,' has been directed in whole to the University. The Conference share, 
eighty per cent of undirected funds, amounts to $4,301. As this sum is not sufficient to 
warrant the Conference in proceeding with the erection of a dormitory for young 
women, your Board has authorized the Treasurer of the fund, with the approval of the 
E:xecutive Committee of the Board, to invest the sum and hold it for future use. There 
are still outstanding subscriptions to the Twentieth Century Fund amounting to nearly 
$30,000. If these could be collected promptly, the dormitory for women would be assured. 
The work of the Agent in securing these pledges is complete; our preachers must fol- 
low up his labors by pushing collections. This should be done as promptly as possible.^ 
Whatever amount remains unpaid after one or two years have gone by will in all prob- 
ability never be collected. We suggest, therefore, that these collections be looked after 
and vigorously pushed by our pastors in the first months of the coming Conference year.

Summer Institute. ^ 

The third session of the Summer Institute for Preachers was held at Vanderbilt 
University during the closing weeks of June. The attendance was very gratifying, pos- 
sibly one hundred and fifty ministers being present at some time during the session. 
The attendance from this Conference probably reached one hundred. In order that our 
ministers, and especially the undergraduates, may have the opportunity of attending the 
Institute, we urge our presiding elders to leave the last ten da\’^s in June as free as 
possible from Quarterly Conferences and other appointments. 

Educationj\l Institutions. 

We note with regret the failure of the effort to establish a training school at Good- 
lettsville, which was reported one year ago. Such schools are needed throughout our 
whole territory, and should be encouraged. 

The school at Monterey is directly and di.stinctly under the control of your Board,. 
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and for it we have expended during the past year $ioo. Something more than this 
amount will be needed for the present school year. We have further under considera- 
tion plans for the erection of a dormitory in connection with this school and for the 
general advancement of o-ur educational work in that section. But we shall make our 
efforts and contributions contingent on the practical aid and support of the community 
we seek to serve. 

No detailed reports are at hand from other institutions under the patronage of this 
Conference, owing possibly to the failure of the Board to send out proper blanks calling 
for information wanted. 

A letter from Miss Wardlaw, President of Soule College, shows that this institution 
is in a flourishing condition, with a total attendance of two hundred and twelve pupils. 
Unofficial information shows that all our other institutions are constantly improving 
their work and strengthening their position before the public. 

We regret to learn that the Junior, or first year, class of the Biblical Department of 
Vanderbilt University sihows a slight falling off in attendance this year. This is a mat- 
ter of great importance, and concerns the whole Church. When we reflect how large 
is the number of new admissions to our Conferences, it seems almost incredible that so 
few are seeking the advantages offered in our one school of theology. We desire to 
place this matter on the heart of our Church, and we ask the assistance of all our 
pastors in bringing to the attention of young preachers the advantages to be derived’ 
from a special course of biblical study.

VII. SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 

I'he Sabbath has been ordained by the Creator as a day of rest, the observance of 
which is quite essential to the efficiency of the service of both man and beast. It has 
also been set apart as a divine institution, which has been incorporated into civil law 
as a day that must be remembered and kept holy. 

In view of these truths, the fact confronts us that many of our fellow-meUi, responding 
to demands of employers and personal desires, are toiling on without this needed day of 
rest. 

Likewise young men and women have apparently outgrown the Sabbath school, and 
spend the mornings at home, reading the daily paper, perhaps, instead of studying the 
Word of God. Led step by step in disregarding God’s holy day, we soon discover 
grown up men and women spending their Sabbaths in the parks, to witness the balloon 
ascension and the baseball game, or perchance on the turnpike, enjoying pleasure trips — 
all of which impresses the fact that people whose presence God has a right to claim in 
public worship in the sanctuary are by their unholy practices desecrating the Lord’s Day. 

What is the remedy? May we not seek the cooperation of those in civil authority to- 
assist, by example and enforcement of law, in educating the public conscience? May 
we not inculcate into the hearts of the children in the Sabbath school the sacredness of 
God’s holy day? Instant in season and out of season, let us impress upon man that his 
highest obligation is due to the God who created him. Let us tell him about our Lord,, 
whose very life was one of self-denial, that he too may catch this same spirit and re- 
nounce these worldly pleasures — not for his own sake, but for the sake of Christ.

VIII. CHURCH PROPERTY. 

According to the very best information we have been able to get, we find a decrease 
in the value of Church property to the amount of $9,384 ; a decrease in the value of par- 
sonage property to the amount of $4,596; an increase of other Church property to the 
amount of $4,657.25. 

We find that there has been an increase of insurance on churches and parsonages to 
the amount of $17,125, and premiums paid to the amount of $2,083.52 ; damage done to 
churches and parsonages by fire and wind to the amount of $965* 
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We earnestly urge our pastors to see to it that our churches and parsonages are in- 
sured where it is strictly necessary, and also kept in good repair.

IX. DISTRICT CONFERENCE RECORDS.

Nashville District — This record is satisfactorily kept in every way. The penmanship 
is especially to be praised, and the arrangement of material everything to be desired. 

East Nashville District — This record is a model of neatness, and is well kept in 
every particular. 

Lebanon District. — This record shows excellent arrangement of material, and is a 
model of penmanship. Some omissions of important words are noted, and errors in 
punctuation. iEspecially noticeable and praiseworthy is the noting in the general roll of 
the presence of members of the Conference on various days of the session. 

Dickson District. — Criticism may be offered against interlineations in one or two in- 
stances and the recording of several resolutions twice. Otherwise the record is well kept. 

Columbia District. — This record is not clear in regard to one Sunday school, where 
the pastor is reported to have said it “had an attendance of one hundred per cent.” One 
hundred per cent of what? The statement is also made that one pastor said: “But little 
of Church taken.” Does it mean “little of Church literature?” The word “religion” 
and kindred words were misspelled all through the record. Reports are in the body of 
the record. It seems preferable to have them in an appendix. 

Franklin District — This record is well kept. ^ 

Clarksville District — This record is satisfactorily kept. 

Savannah District — This record is well kept. 

Murfreesboro District. — In this record there are many words abbreviated that ought 
to be spelled out, and some words omitted entirely. Otherwise well kept.

Your Committee on Memorials submits the following report: 

1. Memorial from the Franklin District Conference relating to the Publishing House 
war claim. Without comment, we unanimously recommend that this entire matter be 
referred for solution to the General Conference, which meets in Dallas, Tex., May, 1902, 
the Tennessee Conference having given expres.sion to its views in Clarksville in Octo- 
ber, 1898. 

2. Memorial from the Nashville District Conference of the W'oman’s Home Mission 
Society, as follows: “We respectfully request the Tennessee Annual Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, to memorialize the General Conference to be held 
in Dallas, Tex., May, 1902, to establish the order of deaconesses in the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South.” We recommend concurrence, with the understanding that the 
appointment of such deaconesses shall be in the hands of the episcopacy. 

3. Memorial from B. F. Haynes relating to the time limit of preachers in charge, as 
follows : “Resolved, That the Tennessee Conference memorialize the General Confer- 
ence to change Paragraph 98, Answer 2 of Section 2 of Chapter III., of our Discipline, 
by inserting in the fourteenth line of said paragraph, after the words ‘American Bible 
Society,’ the words, ‘The pastors of charges which have in hand such special local mis* 
sion work as, in the judgment of the presiding bishop, calls for an extension of the pas- 
toral limit,’ so that the paragraph as amended shall read : ‘Chapter HI., Section 2, Par- 
agraph 98, Answer 2 : ‘To fix the appointments of the preachers in the Annual Confer- 
ences, provided he shall not allow any preacher to remain in the same circuit or station 
more than four years successively, except the preachers stationed in Key West, Florida 
Conference, the connectional officers, the supernumerary and superannuated preachers, 
missionaries among the Indians and on our foreign stations, chaplains to the State pris- 
ons and military posts, those preachers that may be appointed to labor for the special 
benefit of seamen and for the American Bible Society, the pastors' of charges which 
haze in hand such special local mission work as, in the judgment of the presiding bishop, 
calls for an extension of the pastoral limit.’ ” We recommend concurrence. 

4. Memorial from the Nashville Preachers’ Meeting, signed by Gilby C. Kelly, W. M. 
Green, and E. B. Chappell, as follows : “The pastors of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, of Nashville and vicinity, in pastors’ conference assembled, respectfully petition 
the Tennessee Conference to bring before the General Conference to meet in Dallas, Tex., 
May, 1902, the following memorial : ‘Whereas the original gospel, as preached and 
wrought by Jesus and the apostles, included all benevolent ministries, those that pertain 
to the body and the life that now is, as well as those that pertain to the soul and the 
world to come; and whereas it is increasingly apparent that if Methodism would conserve 
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her gains and fulfill her mission in the future as she has in the past she must vary and 
multiply her agencies of benevolent service; therefore be it resolved: (i) That the time 
has come to inaugurate a plan, connectional in its scope, for the establishment of denomi- 
national hospitals in the chief cities of our territory. (2) That we herein respectfully 
petition the General Conference to duly consider the conviction expressed in the fore- 
going resolution and the advisability of adding a hospital department to the Woman’s 
Home Mission Society.’ ” We recommend concurrence. 

5. Memorial signed by John H. Nichols, D. C. Kelley, and B. F. Haynes relating to 
the provision for the election of a Board of Connectional Stewards in each pastoral 
charge. We nonconcur, and recommend the following in lieu : “We hereby memorialize 
the General Conference which meets in Dallas, Tex., May, 1902, to amend Chapter HI., 
Section XV., Paragraph 189, Answer 2, of our Discipline, by inserting after the word ‘gos- 
pel,’ in line five, the clause, ‘To assist the pastor in collecting the connectional assess- 
ments,’ so that the paragraph shall read : ‘It shall be the duty of the stewards to organ- 
ize by electing a Chairman, Secretary, and Treasurer; to make estimates of the expenses 
and provision for the support of the gospel ; to assist the pastor in collecting the connec- 
tional assessments, etc* ** 

6. Memorial from D..C. Kelley and others relating to the union of the various colored 
Methodist Churches in America. We recommend nonconcuirence.

He was there in the strength of 
young manhood, and left a lifelong impres- 
sion on my heart, which has never been 
effaced. He was a true man and a strong, 
sturdy defender of the faith left by our 
Lord to the saints. His life was, more than 
anything else, to win souls for Christ. 
When we met for the last time at Qarks- 



ville, three years ago, there was so much 
of sunshine in his soul that his face was 
radiant wdth the gleams from the Sun of 
Righteousness, which w'as shining in his 
heart to give the light of the knowledge of 
the glory of God. He spoke to his room- 
mate, Brother M. R. Tucker, of the happy 
years of his successful ministry and of the 
probability that he was attending his last 
Conference. His pastor. Rev. R. B. David- 
son, tells me that he was honored and loved 
where ho had long lived and labored; that 
he loved his Church and pastor, and longed 
to see an old-time^ revival, such as he had 
Icnown in his earlier ministry, and did all 
he could to promote it. He visited the sick, 
buried the dead, and was ever ready to aid 
his pastor to the full extent of his ability. 
He was married over fifty-three years ago, 
and reared eleven children, all members of 
the Church. For years he had been a great 
sufferer, but was submissive to the will of 
the Father. His end was triumphant. 
Having fought a good fight and kept the 
faith, he finished his coitrse in full assur- 
ance of the crowm of righteousness.

JOE MILLER RAMSEY, son of Charles C. and Clarissa Bragg 
Ramsey, was bom near i'.IcMinnville, Warren County, Tenn., and 
reared near Viola, W-'arren County. He was converted and joined 
the Methodist Church in childhood. He was steward of his home 
Church for eight years, and chairman of the board of circuit stewards 
for live years. Lias been a lay delegate to the Annual Conference for 
several terms. He became actively interested in Epworth League 
work in 1893, being the first in this section to solve the difficulty of 
conducting a successful League in the country. In 1895 he was pu 
in the field b}'- the Tennessee Conference as its organizer of Epworth 
Leagues, and performed a wonderful work, organizing about one hundred and twen- 
ty-five Leagues in the three years. He has been pressed into other Conferences to as- 
sist in League work, in conventions, institutes, etc. From this work he was gradually 
led of the Lord into revival work, in which he has been greatly blessed in being used for 
the salvation of a great many young people. He has held in the last three or four years 
sixty-five revival meetings. He is not a licensed preacher, but only a layman, moved by 
the Spirit to assist his brethren in saving the people. He is totally blind, but the travel- 
ing he vdoes alone and the work he does is surpassed by few with eyesight. He is the 
friend of the children and young people everywhere, and no preacher among us has 
been more successful than he in leading the boys to Christ. He is considered a men^- 
ber of the 'rennessee Conference de facto, if not de jure. 







HISTORIC. 



The territory embraced in what is now 
The Tennessee Conference was known in 
early days as the Cumberland country. To 
Cumberland Circuit, from the Conference 
of 1787, Benjamin Ogden was sent, a young 
man who was received on trial at the pre- 
vious Conference and appointed to Ken- 
tucky under James Hawes as elder. At the 
close of the year fifty-nine white and four 
colored members are reported, but the name 
of the young missionary disappears from 
the minutes of the Conference. He was suc- 
ceeded by David Combs and Barnabas Mc- 
Henry, both young men in the second year 
on trial, with the same elder as the year 
before. 

At the Conference of 1787 the question 
was asked: ‘‘Are not many of our preach- 
ers and people dissatisfied with the salaries 
allowed our married preachers?” 

Answer: “They are. Therefore, for the 
future no married preacher shall demand 
more than 48 L” (say, $240).

Blackman was one of the best-educated and 
strongest of our early preachers. He was a 
great favorite with Gen. Jackson, and was 
his chaplain in the war of 1812. This year 
the Conference reported 12,057 white and 
630 colored members. 

1809. The work has extended into In- 
diana, and three districts are added from 
the then new Northwest. Those unique 
men, James Axley and Peter Cartwright, 
appear in the list of appointments. At the 
close of this year the Conference was held 
in Cincinnati.

1813. The Western Conference disap- 
peared.

The Ohio Con- 
ference included the territory in Ohio, In- 
diana, and Kentucky. The Tennessee Con- 
ference included all the work in Tennessee, 
Mississippi, and Illinois. Learner Blackman 
remained presiding elder of the Nashville 
District. Peter Cartwright, who became one 
of the most noted men of his ^ day, was the 
pioneer presiding elder on the Wabash Dis- 
trict, in Indiana. Blackman was the most 
polished shaft in all our Western work of 
his day. Peter Cartwright had the strength 
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of a Hercules, but was the roughest of 
rough ashlars. 

After the division of the Western Con- 
ference into the Ohio and Tennessee Con- 
ferences, the Tennessee reports 20,633 white 
members and 2,066 colored members. This 
year, for the first time, T. L. Douglass’s 
name appears in the list of Tennessee ap- 
pointments. Learner Blackman was pre- 
siding elder of the Nashville District. T. L. 
Douglass was in charge of Nashville Station. 
In many respects Douglass was, after Mc- 
Kendree, the strongest all-round man of 
the Western Conferences. He was fourteen 
years Secretary of the Conference, twice 
presided, and was McKendree’s selection 
for the episcopate. 

1812. We have a Mississippi District. 
The name of William Winans, the St. Paul 
of Western Methodism, is modestly writ- 
ten against the little primitive charge, 
“Amit.” He cQuld either wear Saul’s ar- 
mor or wield David’s sling. 

1814. The, Mississippi District does not 
find a place in the list of appointments. 

1815. The Mississippi District again ap- 
pears, with the Missouri and Louisiana Dis- 
tricts added. In the Louisiana District is 
the name of Richmond Nolly, the first mar- 
tyr recorded in our list of missionaries. 
The minutes of the Conferences this year 
refer to the death of Bishop Coke, the first 
missionary leader to ascend from our Meth- 
odism. 

i8t6. Bishop Asbury, after holding his 
last Conference at Bethlehem, Wilson Coun- 
ty, Tenn., where he preached a memorial 
sermon on the life and character of Dr. 
Coke, undertook his last painful journey 
across the mountains, and before its com- 
pletion entered into rest. 

1817. The Mississippi Conference occu- 
pies a place in the list of Conferences, by 
which the Tennessee Conference loses the 
Mississippi and Louisiana Districts. This 
year, in the Salt River District, Tennessee 
Conference, appears for the first time the 
name of the Apollo of our American Meth- 
odism, Henry B. Bascom. 

1818. Among those admitted on trial is 
the name of Robert Paine, distinctively our 
Tennessee bishop; also that of Sterling C. 



Brown, the' man whose genius for preach- 
ing has been surpassed nowhere in Meth- 
odism, in devout power the peer of White- 
field. Both of these men came to us the 
products of Giles County Methodism. 

1820. A district is added, called Tennes- 
see River District, including North Alabama 
as far as Tuscaloosa, to which place Robert 
Paine was appointed. 

1821. We have this note for the first time 
in the appointments as recorded in the Gen- 
eral Minutes : “Missionaries to that part of 
Jackson’s purchase embraced in the States 
of Kentucky and Tennessee: Hezekiah Hol- 
land and Lewis Garrett.” The Kentucky 
Conference is formed, and the Tennessee 
Conference loses her two Indiana Districts, 
which become a part of the Kentucky Con- 
ference. 

1823. The Huntsville District is found 
in the minutes as a result of our invasion 
of Alabama. The missionary appointments 
of the previous year give us North Mission 
and Sandy River, served by Benjamin T. 
Crouch and Lewis Parker; South Mission, 
.served by Jacob Hearn, Andrew J. Craw- 
ford, and Abraham Overall. 

1824. Our two missions have grown into 
Forked Deer District, with Robert Paine as 
presiding elder; West Tennessee has joined 
fortunes with East and Middle Tennessee, 
while Thomas L. Douglass, as Conference 
Missionary and Superintendent of Indian 
Missions, has undertaken the work of con- 
verting the Cherokee Indian tribe. 

1825. The names of A. L. P. Green and 
G. W. D. Harris are found among those 
admitted on trial — giants, both, in our Ten- 
nessee Methodism. The name of that worn- 
out hero, Thomas L. Douglass, appears as 
our first supernumerary. (In 1824 we had 
James Dixon as our first superannuate. 
He remained on the list but one year.) 
Members this year, 22,527 white and 2,982 
colored. The Ohio Conference, to which 
we have been nursing mother, has outgrown 
us in numbers. Our territory was reduced 
by erecting East Tennessee into the Hol- 
ston Conference. That Conference reports 
a membership of 14,934; the Tennessee Con- 
ference, 13,577* 

1826. The name of John B. McFerrin, 
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the Boanerges of our Methodism, is among 
the list answering the question, “Who are 
admitted on trial?” 

1828. The report gives 675 members in 
our Cherokee Mission, more Indian mem- 
bers than are reported in the whole Church 
besides. 

1829. John W. Manner was admitted on 
trial. The General Minutes write the name 

v*‘Wesley Hanna.” The greatest preacher 
to whom the writer was ever permitted to 
listen, and he has heard most of the cele- 
brated preachers of America, including 
Beecher, Talmage, Phillips Brooks, Bishops 
Marvin, Pierce, and Foster, and a number 
of the foremost European preachers. 

1830. The name of Fountain E. Pitts 
appears for the first time in the list of ap- 
pointments, in charge of Gallatin and Cairo. 
He was a man more highly educated than 
the average Tennessee preacher of that day. 
Nature had furnished him a voice of mar- 
velous pathos, both for preaching and sing- 
ing. He was gifted with a poet’s imagina- 
tion, with singularly keen perceptive facul- 
ties and tenderest sympathies. His power 
to move a great camp meeting audience 
was unequaled by any man of his day. 

1834. For the first time the question is 

called in this Conference : “What amounts 

• 

are necessary for the superannuated 
preachers and widows and orphans of 
preachers, and to make up the deficiencies 
of those who have not obtained their reg- 
ular allowance on the circuits?” The whole 
amount reported is $797.81. The Nashville 
Station is the largest contributor, paying 
more than any other .district in the Con- 
ference, the sum of $75. This was exceed- 
ed at the Conference in Pulaski by a col- 
lection amounting to $115.12. Pitts was 
this year pastor at Nashville Station. 

1835. The, first appointments to schools 



are mentioned: Superintendent of the Tus 
cumbia Female Academy, C. Richardson; 
Lagrange College, Robert Paine, President ; 
J. M. Maffitt, Professor of Elocution and 
Agent. Three other appointments attract 
attention : W. McAllister left without ap- 
pointment at his own request. N. L. Nor- 
vell, W. E. Parson, and J. Eastwood with- 
out appointments in consequence of ill 
health. 

1837. Thomas Stringfield, editor South- 
western Christian Advocate, the first official 
organ of the Tennessee Conference. This 
year the Memphis District for the first time 
is found in the list of appointments, with 
that giant father of West Tennessee Meth- 
odism, G. W. D. Harris, at its head. 

1839. The Tennessee Conference reports 
37,090 members. She has more than made 
good the loss sustained by setting up the 
Ohio, Mississippi, Missouri, Kentucky, 
Louisiana, Illinois, Indiana, and Holston 
Conferences, which had from time to time 
been severed as vigorous limbs full of the 
mother’s life. The general recapitulation 
for 1840-41 gives the Tennessee Conference 
26,080 members; the Memphis Conference, 
14,492. The child of her mature years has 
been taken from her bosom, yet in i860 we 
report 48,724 members. 

1869. We have 42,950, after the ravages 
of the war. 

1870. We bid a tearful good-by to our 
petted darlings, the three North Alabama 
districts. At the close of the next Confer- 
ence year we report 34,428 members. Since 
that date we have had in our bounds only 
Middle Tennessee, perhaps the smallest 
area contained in any Conference not hold- 
ing more than one great city, except the St. 
Louis and White River (Conferences and 
some of the Pacific Conferences. 
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THE ONE AND ONLY GOSPEL OF GOD. 



[ A Sermon Preached by Bishop O. P. Fitzgerald, on the Occasion of the Ordina- 

^ TioN OF Deacons, at the Session of the Tennessee Conference at 

I Pulaski, Tenn., October 27, 1901, and Published by 

Request of That Body.

Text: “Separated unto the gospel of God.” (Romans i. i.) 

Also: “The mystery which hath been hid from ages and from generations, but now 
• is made manifest to his saints: . . . which is Christ in you, the hope of glory: whom, 

we preach.” (Colossians i. 26-28.) 

The words are weighty and musical as an angel’s song — the gospel of God. There is 
■ no other gospel. Grod is the same yesterday, to-day, and forever. The God of Abraham, 

J Isaac, and Jacob is our God. The God of our fathers is oiir God. The incarnation of 

I Jesus Christ was a normal manifestation of God. The gospel of Christ is the gospel of 

I • God. The advent and mediatorial work of the Son of God was no afterthought of the 

divine mind. Jesus was the lamb of God, slain from the foundation of the world — 

! that is to say, provided for in the foreknowledge of God, and worked out to its gracious 

' consummation in the employment of the infinite resources of the Infinite One. Thus 

these texts become welded together in their correlated meaning. The gospel of God unto- 
; v/hich the apostle Paul tells us he was separated is that mystery which had been hid 

! ^ from ages and from generations — this Christ whom we preach. It is God in Christ recon- 

‘ ciling the world unto himself. In the original A.nglo-Saxon tongue “gospel” means 

i “good-spell.” If such a liberty were permissible, we might say that is a long good spell,. 

;!.f beginning with the fall of our race and running on and on until, by its redemptive agen- 

cies, all the kingdoms of this world shall have become the kingdoms of our Lord and 
his (Jhrist. The gospel of God — these four words embody the history of God’s dealings - 
with man as a moral agent, a history that centers in the Christ whom we preach. Our 
! theology centers in Christ. Our theology is Christology. If we would know God, if we 

would know what God loves and what he hates, we must study Christ in what he said 
I and what he did. A complete theism is compressed in these words of St. John’s Gospel, 

first chapter: ‘Tn the beginning was the Word, and the Word was with God, and the 
Word was God. The same was in the beginning with God. All things were made by 
i him; and without him was not an3dhing made that was made. In him was life; and 

i the life was the light of men.” That other utterance in the same chapter completes the 

I circle of the truth as it is in Jesus, which is the everlasting gospel, the gospel of God : 

i I' “The Word was made flesh, and dwelt among us, (and we beheld his glory, the glory 

of the only begotten of the Father,) full of grace and truth.” The sixteenth verse of 
the first chapter of the Epistle to the Colossians affirms the Godhead of Jesus Christ in 
these words, that can have no other meaning : “By him were all things created, that are 
in heaven, and that are in earth, visible and invisible, whether they be thrones, or domin- 
i ions, or principalities, or powers : all things were created by him, and for him : and he 

is before all things, and by him all things consist.” Every attribute of God is revealed 
I ' explicitly or implicitly in the teaching and life of Christ. A personal God can only reveal- 

' himself through a Person. God in Christ reveals himself to us in such a way that eachi 
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one of us may, like the once doubting Thomas, in the satisfaction of all our doubts, and 
in recognition of the provision made for the fulfillment of our largest needs and highest 
hopes, cry out : “My Lord, and my Go'd !” This Christ whom we preach is a Person 
whose teaching embodies all-saving truth; a Person whose work employs all-saving 
agencies and influences for the enlightenment of all inquiring minds and for the satis- 
faction and relief of all hungry and burdened souls. The fact of the incarnation is the 
key that unlocks all the treasures of heavenly wisdom and knowledge. The glory of 
God is seen in the face of Jesus Christ. 

The first five verses of the fifth chapter of the Epistle to the Romans might be taken 
as a compendium of this gospel of God : “Therefore being justified by faith, we have 
peace with God through our Lord Jesus Christ : by whom also we have access by faith 
into this grace wherein we stand, and rejoice in hope of the glory of God. And not 
only so, but we glory in tribulations also; knowing that tribulation worketh patience; 
and patience, experience; and experience, hope: and hope maketh not ashamed; be- 
cause the love of God 'is shed abroad in our hearts by the Holy Ghost which is given 
unto us.” 

These verses present the gospel of God — the Christ whom we preach — in the orderly 
succession of the experiences into which he leads all willing souls. There is no need 
here and now for extended homiletic amplification. 

Faith is the beginning. The faith that brings the blessing of justification is the choice 
of the will. To choose Christ as a Saviour; to accept his teaching; to be willing from 
the heart to obey all his commands; to be ready to follow him in all the activities of a 
life consecrated to his service — ^this is the faith that is saving, the faith proclaimed in the 
gospel of God. I remember when I consciously made this choice, nearly fifty years ago. 
Again and again have I ratified that choice as the years have come and gone until these 
locks are thin and white. To-day, at this moment, in Pulaski, Tenn., in the presence of 
this assembly, in the midst of my brethren of the Tennessee Conference, I would reaffirm 
my allegiance to my Lord, my Saviour, and my God. The peace of God came with this 
choice of my will. The blessing of it abides. The peace of God, I have said, follows the 
choice of the will — that choice which is faith. We have the witness in ourselves, God 
testifying of his gifts. Peace with God — this is the essential element of heavenly blessed- 
ness. I will not here attempt to describe it. The apostle Paul declares that it passeth all 
understanding, and therefore, of course, it passeth all description. Those who have f^l^ 
it know what it is. “The secret of the Lord is with them that fear himJI^ ^reat pea^ 
have they that love God’s law. It is a river fed from an unfailing spring thatflows on^ 
forever, taking in fresh tributaries, to be lost only when swallowed up in the ocean that 
has neither bottom nor shore. 

The next degree in this gospel of God is the development of heavenly grace through 
the troubles of earth. . “We glory in tribulations also,” says the apostle. Not tribulation, 
but tribulations. They keep coming. The process goes on; the threshing is continued, 
that the wheat may be separated from the chaff. One trouble follows another. The 
clouds return after the rain. There is a mystery here; the best men and women some- 
times seem to suffer most. David sung a song about it in a minor key. Just before bis 
crucifixion Jesus said to his disciples: “In the world ye shall have tribulation.” The 
servant is not above his Master. In the twelfth chapter of the Epistle to the Hebrews 
the apostle Paul goes deep into this mystery in these words : “Whom the Lord loveth 
he chasteneth, and scourgeth every son whom he receiveth.” In the same connection he 
tells us that He “chastens us for our profit, that we might be partakers of his holiness.” 
Tribulation comes in many ways. Who of us has escaped? Good men and women are 
afflicted in mind, body, and estate; they carry heavy burdens; they fight hard battles; 
they wrestle with secret griefs known only to God and themselves. This is God’s way. 
The Master himself trod this path with bleeding feet. We walk by faith, not by sight, 
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placing our feet where we see the prints of his footsteps, waiting for the unfoldings that 
are promised in the gospel of God to all his cHildren. This we believe; but who of us 
can say with the apostle that we “glory” in tribulations? We reach this altitude some- 
times in our experience. Up there the light is clear. This is the gospel of God, who 
considers man a creature worth saving. 

Next comes patience in the development of the life of the believer in this gospel of 
God. Tribulation worketh patience. This seems to be the way of it. We submit and 
endure at first because we must ; afterwards, because we have advanced another stage in 
the life of the Lord, and know that what he sends is best for us, what he does is right, 
what he permits is best. Some of us are naturally slow learners in this school of patience. 

I have been preaching this doctrine many years ; I amytrying to practice what I have been 
preaching, keeping company with a growing circle of sufferers who lie down every night 
and rise every morning with pain or sorrow as their companion, and the aged ones who 
with failing strength are wistfully waiting for their release. 

They are learning their lesson ; patience works experience. That is to say, the longer 
we trust God, the more we know that he is worthy to be trusted. We learn to read the- 
meaning of the Psalmist’s words: “Because thou hast been my help, therefore in the 
shadow of thy wings will I rejoice.” He that hath been with us in six troubles will not 
forsake us in the seventh. He has been with us ; he is still with us, and he will be with 
us to the end — as our fathers used to sing. But the servant of the Lord in his song — 
sixty-third Psalm — used a word that some of us may find it difficult to adopt in this con- 
nection: he rejoiced in the midst of the shadows. Ah, brothers! the shadows were real: 
his disappointed hopes, his broken friendships, his dear dead boy who died a traitor to 
his country and to natural affection. He sung oftenest in a minor key, and that sad 
undertone mingles with his gladdest strains most of the time. Many burdened, breaking 
hearts are wailing out their song of agony in the ear of God, the only ear that can hear 
it all over this sad world. They are here in this Conference assembly to-day, holding 
God’s hand in the darkness. 

This experience produces and strengthens hope — the hope that maketh not ashamed. 
The one all-sufficient reason the apostle gives elsewhere : “I am not ashamed of the gos- 
pel of Christ, because it is the power of God unto salvation unto every one that be- 
lieveth.” He gloiied in the cross of Christ under the conscious touch of that power. 

And here, beloved brethren, comes the secret of the l.ord, the blessing of all blessings, 
the power by which is climbed the ladder whose first round is faith, whose top round is 
love — love in full measure, love “shed abroad in the heart,” as the apostle puts it. This 
love shed abroad in the heart by the Holy Ghost which is given unto us — does anybody 
wish to call it perfect love? Be it so. It is perfect as to its Source, perfect in its essence, 
perfect in all its work as far as it goes, casting out fear, scattering the darkness, making 
the weak strong, giving songs in the night, and filling the soul with glory and with God. 
God be thanked if we have this love of God in any measure in our hearts to-day I God 
be thanked that the gospel of God is a present-tense gospel from first to last ! We may 
put the longings of our hearts in the words of Charles Wesley, the poet of Methodism, 
who is becoming more and more the poet of evangelical Christianity all over the world : 

0 love divine, how sweet thou art! 

When shall 1 1 find my willing heart 

All taken up by thee? 

1 thirst, I faint, I die to prove 

The greatness of redeeming love. 

The love of Christ to me. 

Or may not each one of us who names the name of Christ join heart and voice in the 
song of John Newton, who voices the cry of so many who are seeking the great salvation 
provided for us in this gospel of God : 
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Let me love thee more and more, 

' If I love at all, I pray; 

If I have not loved before, 

Help me to begin to-day. 

This, my brethren, is the gospel of God that we are called to preach, unto which 
we are separated, as our text puts it. This one thing we are to do. It means self-sur- 
render and self-sacrifice. The man who enters upon this ministry from secular motives, 
or any lower motive than the call of God, mixes folly with sacrilege. The great body of 
our preachers are good men, in the true apostolic succession ; men called, commissioned, 
and qualified by the Holy Ghost for their sacred vocation, separated unto this work of 
preaching the gospel of God. Here and there have appeared those who have been untrue 
to their high calling — a Demas who quit the work, having loved this present world; a 
Judas who sells his soul for money. Poor Demas! He could not stand the storm. He 
left his friend Paul when that friend needed him most. He went back to Thessalonica, 
and the curtain falls upon his fate, not to be lifted until the judgment day. He was a 
ruined man, having forfeited his call and lost his crown. He loved the world, and for its 
sake he forsook the path of duty and honor. Most worldlings miss what they seek, and 
this makes their doom doubly sad. We do not know what Demas gained. We do know 
what he lost. He lost his peace of mind ; he lost his self-respect ; he lost the opportunity 
of his life. Poor Judas! He made shorter work and a darker tragedy. Other histories 
crowd upon our memories to-day as we look back over the records of the Church. By 
the mercy of God we have been borne with, helped, kept, and saved unto this hour. The 
images of the holy men whom I have known and with whom I have had fellowship in 
love and labors come up before my mental vision as I speak: McTyeire, the McFerrins, 
Green, Summers, West, Cunnyngham, Sa’wrie, Winn, Nabors, John, Baldwin, Left- 
wich, and the rest. I thought I should have gone over and joined their ranks on the 
other side before this Conference met. The lapping of the waters of the last river has 
been in my ears; death has faced me and I have faced death many times during these 
months. I have fancied that there were some who would give me a welcome on tfie other 
side. They seem to be calling me to-day, and saying ; “Fitzgerald, what are you waiting 
for ?” I do not know. I have no grudges to settle ; I shall carry no grudges with me to 
the grave. My strength for service is small, but my heart for loving is left. I may yet 
lift an ounce now and then; I may whisper a word of cheer or comfort to some of my 
old friends who are going through the deep waters ; I may speak a fatherly word to their 
children, and in the name of my Lord throw my arms around them and draw them to 
the cross ; I may bear my testimony that the grace of God that made bright the morning 
of ray Christian life gilds its sunset with the golden light of hope. It seems to me that 
I can hear the voices of the holy dead, the fathers of the Tennessee Conference, calling to 
us from the skies: “Are j^ou making full proof of your ministry? Are you keeping the 
unity of the spirit in the bond of peace ? Are you growing in grace and in the knowledge 
of the Lord Jesus Christ? Are you preaching the gospel of God in such a way as to save 
both yourselves and them that hear you ? .Are you coming on to meet us, bringing your 
children with you?” The two worlds touch here and now. I may be the first to cross 
over; and if so, I will bear your greeting and your pledge to be faithful unto the end, 
singing out this gospel of God with your latest breath, ready when the summons comes 
to exchange the cross for the crown.

In 1870 the North Alabama Conference was formed, and the territory of the Tennessee Conference reduced. 

Tlie salaries received bv the preachers do not include sums that they received from the Domestic Mission Board. 

Tlie white population oi IMiddle Tennessee in 1870 was 404,075; and in 1880, 492,368— an increase of 21 per cent. The membership of the Tennessee Conference in 1870 was 33,789, 
and in 1880 it was 40,428— an increase of 37 per cent. 

In 1868 the rnembershiji of the Tennessee Conference paid 634 cents per capita for missions ; in 1878 they paid 13}4 cents, while in 1888 they paid 5334 cents per capita. 

The figures in reference to salaries are not satisfactory, as the number of preachers include only those in full connection, and do not include local preachers serving as “ sup- 
plies;” on the other hand, some of those on the “ eti'ective” list are connected with educational institutions, and still others are engaged in connectional work. Of course these 
items cause our figuies to be but approximately accurate, yet they are as nearly correct as we can make them. The lo.sa of records by fire and otherwise has prevented making more 
detailed reports.
